ident of the board, employed W illiam ­ 
son to audit the books for the period 
from March 15, 1912. to July 31, 
1915. 
The petition further alleges that 
the president further employed W il­ 
liamson to make a general examtna-* 
tion of the affairs of the district r*~ * 
of the facts with regard to rumor- of 
malfeasance and misfeasance on the 
part of officers of the board. 
It s ts 
forth that on Oct. It!. 1915. Willis*.)- 
son presented to the board the r - 
port of exam ination 
and that 
th 
board refused to accept It. 
The plaintiffs allege that the re­ 
port contains numerous errors, mis­ 
statem ents of facts, contradictions; 
that it is of no value to the district 
and so far as it reports an audit is 
in the main a restatement of the re­ 
ports of prior exam inations made by 
the public examiners. 
The 
board 
never advertised 
for bids for this 
work and never entered into a w rit­ 
ten contract with Williamson for do­ 
ing the work and never received a 
bond for faithful performance, ac­ 
cording to the petition.
